First, in the late fall manure 
your garden with good rich manure 
of any kind. Stable manure is best. 

Second, turn the land right away. 
Be sure to break well and as deep 
as you can, and turn well. 

Third, in the spring time disk 
your ground as thoroughly as pos- 
sible close and deep. 

Fourth, run a smoothing harrow 
over it, and then a drag to get thi 
surface smooth, and even. 

Fifth, mark off your rows with a 
hand garden plow and plant in fur- 
rows. Never plant in ridges — ridge 
gardening is a thing of the past. 

Sixth, do not put the mule and 
horse plow in the garden, but Cul- 
tivate With the iiauu garden plow. 

Keep the land well cultivated with 
the plow and the result will be sat- 
isfactory. You will have to use 
the hoe to have a perfect clean gar- 
den. It is pleasant pastime to use 
the hand plow for your ground is 
loose and works well. 

Seventh, when you manure and 
break your garden in the fall of the 
year, the earth takes up all the ele- 
ments of the manure that is neces- 
sary for a good garden, the winter 
freezing puts the ground in fine 
condition for the vegetable roots to 
go down deep. If my fellow far- 
mers would try the above plan 
think they would be pleased with 
the result.

Begin With Thoroughbred Chick- 
ens. 

It has been proven over and over 
again that it is profitable to keep 
live stock on the farm, 

If one would preserve the fer- 
tility of his farm he must grow 
live stock. But why be content to 
grow scrub stock. 

To read the glowing and. thrill- 
ing accounts of the Durhams, 
Herefords, Jerseys, etc., gets a 
fellow on '"nettles." He would 
buy if he could; but you tuke the 
average one horse farm, (ami that 
is the class I wish to address just 

any of those nne breeds, and he 
will tell you frankly he can't raise 
the money; and he can't. He is 
willing to give up the scrubs; he 
really desires the improved breeds; 
he longs for the blooded stock of 
which he has heard and read so 
much. Well what is he to do? 
Give it up? No! a thousand times 
no! He can t pay $25, $50 or $100 
for a registered bull of some of the 
great breeds, but he can pay $1, 
for a setting of eggs, or $3 for a 
pair of chickens of some of the 
best breeds, such as the Plymouth 
Rock, or Brown Leghorn. They 
are just as far ahead of the scrub 
chickens, as the Durhams, Jerseys 
etc, are ahead of the scrub cattle 
of the country, and are just as 
sure money-makers, with larger 
profits. If he will care for the 
thoroughbred poultry and will 
carefully save the profits they 
yield over the scrub, he can soon 
be able to buy a pair or trio of reg- 
istered cattle. 

Any farmer in the South can 
keep thoroughbred poultry, and if 
kerit and cared for will go a long 
way towards lifting the murtgage, 
or if there is no mortgage to lift, 
then they will furnish the means 
to improve the farm, beautify the 
home, render farm life more pleas- 
ant, and will give us a better ap- 
preciation of the beautiful. 

There is more money in poultry, 
than in anything in reach of the 
average farmer to the amount of 
capital and labor invested. 

The old and infirm can engage 
in the poultry business; the boys 
and giris delight in it, and the 
robust man or woman in the prime 
of life can find in poultry culture, 
an ample field in which to expend 
their energy and business ability. 
I know one family that sold over 
three hundred dollars worth of 
chickens and eggs the first half of 
this year; and they now have on 
hand twice as much stock as they 
started in with. By all means 
keep thoroughbred poultry, if you 
are not satisfied to stay in the 
poultry business, make it a step- 
ping stone to something higher, if 
there is anything above it for you, 
but let me repeat ; raise mote poul 
try — thoroughbred poultry.

In his crop report issued since 
the frosts of September 15, 16 and 
17, Statistician Snow States that 
a fair estimate of the acreage af- 
fected by the freezing temperature 
would be 20,000,000. Granting 
then, he says, that at Sept. 1, the 
figures on condition indicated a 
yield of 2,150,000,000 bushels the 
crop to be gathered would still 
amount to 2,000.000,000 bushels. 
The quality of such a crop, he 
adds, would be poor with a heavy 
percentage of soft corn. The stat- 
istician asks that it be remembered 
that when frosts hurts corn as late 
as the middle of September and 
soft corn though unfitted for gen- 
eral use "it does not mean a wip- 
ing out of the corn, but a lowering 
of matured grain.

The Commissioner estimates that 
there are at present 9nn,000 Union a 
soldiers who have not applied for** 
pensions, but these men are rapid- 
ly making applications, and.U 
estimated that at the end of five 
years the number will have been 
reduced to 60,000, and that at the 
end of ten years it will cease to be 
an appreciable factor. 

"The end of the decade should 
see a rapid decrease in total pay- 
ments unless new legislation is 
enacted.

The most successful method 
we have ever [pursued is to feed 
them moderately, wirV; rjjest sr,d 
fresh cut bone composing a good 
portion of their ration, with plenty 
of pure cold water and an oppor- 
tunity to exercise. Afterthe feath- 
ers have been shed increase their 
feed and give them a variety of 
grain, meat, bone and vegetables, 
with a liberal alli»w»nc» of green 
cut clover, and soon the egg 
nouncinjj cackle will be heau 
the poultry yard.
